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RULES  OF  ORDER  AND  PROCEDURE 


for  the 

SOUTHEASTERN  JURISDICTIONAL 
CONFERENCE 
of 

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

A.  PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 
I.  Opening  Session  and  Organization 

1.  The  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  shall  convene  as  per  the  order  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops,  at  the  Municipal  Auditorium,  Ashe- 
ville,  N.  C,  Wednesday,  May  22,  1940,  at  9:00  A.M. 

2.  The  Senior  effective  Bishop  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  Bishop  Urban  V.  W.  Darlington,  shall  call 
the  Conference  to  order  and  preside. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Program,  Dr. 
W.  A.  Stanbury,  shall  call  the  roll  in  the  following  man- 
ner: 

(1)  The  names  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  and  the  names  of  the  delegates  elect  to  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference,  who  have  died 
since  the  Uniting  Conference. 

(2)  The  names  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdictional  Conference. 

(3)  The  roll  of  delegates  shall  be  called  by  Annual  Con- 
ferences. The  Chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  be 
provided  with  a  blank  form  on  which  to  report  in  writing 
the  attendance  of  its  members,  noting  absentees  and 
substitutions,  which  reports  shall  be  tabulated  by  the 
Secretary  and  published  in  the  Daily  Advocate.  Any 
reserve  seated  in  the  place  of  a  regular  delegate  shall 
have  been  duly  elected  as  a  reserve  delegate  by  his  An- 
nual Conference,  and  shall  meet  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  (1939), 
Paragraph  411.  Reserve  delegates  shall  be  seated  in  the 
order  of  their  election. 

4.  The  Conference  shall  elect  a  Secretary  on  nomina- 
tion from  the  floor. 
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5.  The  Conference  shall  elect  a  Treasurer  on  nomina- 
tion from  the  floor. 

6.  Adoption  of  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Or- 
der. 

7.  Committee  Nominations  and  Elections.  The  Coun- 
cil of  Bishops  shall  present  nominations  for  the  Admin- 
istrative Committees  and  such  other  nominations  as  are 
hereinafter  committed  to  them,  as  provided  in  the  Plan  of 
Organization,  for  election  by  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence. 

8.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

9.  The  Episcopal  Address. 

10.  Adjournment. 

II.  Presiding  Officers  and  Secretarial  Staff 

1.  The  effective  Bishops  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdic- 
tion shall  preside  over  the  sessions  of  the  Conference  in 
the  order  of  their  election. 

2.  The  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer,  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  elected  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
serve  until  the  next  Jurisdictional  Conference  is  organ- 
ized and  their  successors  elected. 

3.  The  Conference  shall  elect,  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  Secretary,  such  Assistant  Secretaries  from  its  mem- 
bership as  it  may  deem  wise. 

4.  If  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions  of  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary or  Treasurer  shall  for  any  reason  be  vacated  the 
Council  of  Bishops  of  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction  shall 
elect  a  successor  to  serve  until  the  next  session. 

III.  Committees 
1.  Administrative  Committees 

(1)  Rules.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  five  on  Or- 
ganization and  Rules  of  Order. 

(2)  Journal.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  three  which 
shall  daily  examine  the  record  of  the  Secretary,  comparing 
it  with  the  stenographic  record,  and  report  its  findings  to 
the  Conference,  recommending  appropriate  action.  Any 
error  subsequently  discovered  in  a  section  of  the  Journal 
which  has  been  approved  shall  be  reported  to  the  Con- 
ference for  correction. 

(3)  Credentials.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  five  on 
Credentials.  To  this  committee  the  Chairmen  of  the 
respective  Annual  Conference  delegations  shall  report  the 
names  of  absent  delegates  and  of  available  reserve  dele- 
gates to  be  substituted  for  said  absentees.  This  commit- 
tee shall  in  turn  report  all  such  cases  of  absence  to  the 
Conference  with  recommendations  as  to  seating  of  re- 
serves if  such  are  available.    No  reserve  delegate  shall 
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be  seated  except  by  action  of  the  Conference  and  after 
a  report  has  been  made  upon  the  case  by  this  committee; 
provided,  that  reserve  delegates  reported  by  the  Chairmen 
of  the  respective  Annual  Conference  delegations  as  sub- 
stituted at  the  opening  session  shall  be  seated  without 
the  action  of  this  committee;  provided,  further,  such  sub- 
stitutions shall  be  reported  to  this  committee  for  review 
and  report  to  the  Conference. 

(4)  Reference.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Ref- 
erence composed  of  the  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary 
designated  by  the  Secretary,  and  three  others.  This  com- 
mittee shall  receive  all  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  dealing 
with  the  regular  business  of  the  Conference,  and  after 
ascertaining  that  they  meet  the  requirements  herein  speci- 
fied, shall  distribute  them  among  the  several  commit- 
tees according  to  their  respective  responsibilities.  The 
Committee  of  Reference  may  withdraw  a  paper  after 
having  assigned  it  to  a  committee,  either  upon  request  or 
upon  its  own  motion.  It  may  also  withhold  from  refer- 
ence or  publication  any  document  it  shall  deem  improper, 
promptly  advising  the  author  or  authors  thereof  of  its 
action  in  order  that  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  Confer- 
ence if  desired.  This  committee  shall  publish  each  day  in 
the  Daily  Advocate  a  list  of  the  communications  it  has 
referred  to  the  several  standing  committees,  identifying 
each  by  number,  title,  origin,  and  destination.  No  me- 
morial or  petition  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Committee 
of  Reference  to  any  Jurisdictional  Conference  committee 
unless  it  comes  from  some  organization,  minister,  or  mem- 
ber of  The  Methodist  Church,  and  also  contains  informa- 
tion essential  to  the  verification  of  the  alleged  facts  con- 
cerning its  origin. 

(5)  Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Introductions.  There 
shall  be  a  committee  of  five,  known  as  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies,  Privileges,  and  Introductions,  having  the  fol- 
lowing duties  and  responsibilities: 

a.  To  consider,  as  presented  to  it  by  members  of  the 
Conference,  what  said  members  regard  as  ques- 
tions or  matters  of  privilege  and  decide  whether 
they  are  such  or  not,  and,  if  they  are  regarded 
as  being  such,  to  recommend  to  the  Conference 
that  they  be  heard. 

Note:  Only  questions  or  matters  of  privileges 
which  are  so  urgent  that  they  cannot  wait  for 
consideration  by  this  committee  may  be  presented 
immediately  to  the  Conference  as  provided  in 
Rule  9. 

b.  To  arrange  for  the  extending  of  the  courtesies  of 
the  Conference  to  any  to  whom  they  may  be  due. 

c.  To  arrange  for  a  Memorial  Service,  at  some  time 
agreeable  to  the  Conference,  for  deceased  dele- 
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gates  elect;  for  Bishops  and  General  Officers  of 
the  Church  who  have  died  since  the  adjournment  of 
the  Uniting  Conference,  and  others  who  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Committee  may  appropriately  be 
included. 

(6)  Business  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  committee 
of  five  known  as  the  Business  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  this  committee  to  see  that  all  items  of 
business  required  by  the  Discipline  of  the  Church  are 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
Any  consideration,  proposal,  resolution,  or  communication 
which  does  not  clearly  refer  to  the  business  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference,  as  prescribed  in  the  Discipline,  or 
concerning  which  the  Committee  on  Reference  may  be 
in  doubt,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Business  Commit- 
tee, which  shall  determine  whether  or  not  it  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Conference  and  also,  whether  it  shall  be 
printed  in  the  Daily  Advocate.  The  Business  Committee 
shall  report  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  the  disposi- 
tion made  of  all  matters  which  have  been  referred  to 
the  committee. 

(7)  Entertainment  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference. 
There  shall  be  a  committee  of  five  nominated  by  the 
Bishops  and  elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  to 
be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Entertainment  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference. 

(8)  Appeals.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  nine  trav- 
eling elders,  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Appeals, 
nominated  and  elected  according  to  Paragraph  436,  Sec- 
tion 6,  and  Paragraph  694  of  the  1939  Discipline. 

(9)  Committee  of  Chairmen.  The  Chairmen  of  the 
several  Standing  Committees  shall  be  constituted  a  com- 
mittee to  which  shall  be  referred  any  inter-committee 
disagreement  or  difficulty,  and  which  shall  arrange  for 
the  presentation  of  committee  reports  to  the  Conference 
in  such  order  as  to  expedite  the  business,  in  accordance 
with  Rule  28. 

2.  Standing  Committees 

The  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  have  the  following 
Standing  Committees  with  the  following  duties: 

(1)  Episcopacy.  This  committee  shall  review  the  work 
of  the  Bishops,  pass  on  their  character  and  official  ad- 
ministration, and  report  to  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence its  findings  for  such  action  as  the  Conference  may 
deem  appropriate  within  its  constitutional  warrant  of 
power.    Paragraph  435,  1939  Discipline. 

(2)  Education.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred 
all  rules,  regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  programs,  and 
other  papers  relating  to  the  interests  and  activities  of 
the  General  or  Jurisdictional  Boards  of  Education,  or  of 
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the  educational  institutions  lying  within  the  Jurisdic- 
tion, including  local  Church  Schools,  Young  People's  and 
World  Peace  organizations,  church  school  literature 
and  training  texts,  which  are  not  made  the  specific  re- 
sponsibility of  any  other  committee. 

(3)  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  To  this  commit- 
tee shall  be  referred  all  rules,  regulations,  memorials, 
petitions,  and  other  papers  relating  to  missions,  mission- 
aries, missionary  organizations,  church  extension,  dea- 
conesses, women's  work. 

(4)  Itinerancy.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all 
rules,  regulations,  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc., 
relating  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church,  except  the  Epis- 
copacy. 

(5)  Annual  Conference  Boundaries  and  Annual  Con- 
ference Journals. 

a.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  boundaries  and  names  of  the 
Annual  Conferences,  Mission  Conferences,  and 
Missions  within  the  Jurisdiction. 

b.  This  committee  shall  examine  the  Journals  of  the 
Annual  Conferences  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

(6)  Publishing  Interests.  To  this  committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relat- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Publication. 

(7)  Evangelism.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred 
all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating  to  Evan- 
gelism within  the  Jurisdiction. 

(8)  Pensions  and  Relief.  To  this  committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating 
to  the  support  of  retired  and  supernumerary  ministers, 
widows,  and  dependent  children  of  deceased  ministers,  not 
including  Bishops. 

(9)  Temporal  Economy  and  Lay  Activities.  To  this 
committee  shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  reso- 
lutions, etc.,  relating  to  lay  activities,  stewards,  trustees, 
church  finances  (Jurisdictional  and  local),  and  to  such 
activities  of  the  Church  within  the  Jurisdiction  as  are  not 
made  the  specific  responsibility  of  any  other  committee. 

(10)  Temperance.  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred 
all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  and  miscellaneous 
papers  relating  to  Temperance,  Prohibition,  habit-forming 
drugs,  the  social  evil,  and  other  questions  involving  the 
attitude  of  the  Church  toward  public  morals. 

(11)  American  Bible  Society.  To  this  committee  shall 
be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  re- 
lating to  the  relation  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdiction  to  the  American  Bible  Society 
and  its  work. 

(12)  Hospitals  and  Homes.  To  this  committee  shall  be 
referred  all  rules  and  regulations,  memorials,  petitions, 
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and  other  papers  relating  to  the  interests  and  activities 
of  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  Boards  of  Hospitals 
and  Homes  or  the  institutions  under  these  Boards  which 
are  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Commission  on  Budget  and  Finance: 

There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  Budget  and  Finance, 
composed  of  three  Ministers  and  three  Laymen  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by  the 
Jurisdictional  Conference.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the 
Commission. 

To  this  Commission  shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating 
to  Jurisdictional  finances.  The  Commission  elected  at  this 
first  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  serve 
through  this  session  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
next  succeeding  quadrennial  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

No  salaried  employee  of  any  Jurisdictional  Board  or 
Institution,  whose  interests  might  be  considered  properly 
by  this  Commission,  shall  be  eligible  for  membership  on 
the  Commission. 

3.  Membership  of  Committees 

(1)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Plan  of  Or- 
ganization or  ordered  by  the  Conference,  the  member- 
ship of  all  committees  shall  be  consituted  by  election  of 
the  Conference  on  nomination  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

(2)  In  setting  up  the  Standing  Committees,  1-12  in- 
clusive, each  Annual  Conference  delegation  shall  place 
one  Minister  and  one  Layman  on  each  committee  and  in 
case  of  delegations  having  more  than  a  sufficient  number 
of  members  to  supply  all  committees  as  indicated,  remain- 
ing delegates  shall  be  placed  on  committees  according  to 
preference;  provided,  that  no  Conference  delegation  shall 
have  mjore_than  three  members  on  any  one  committee ; 
and  proven   Tl"^pJ-'  that  no  Annual  Conference  shal^/ 

^  hovo  moro  ■^ktBB0C^^'m^^^>)  one  Ministerial  and  one  Lay, 
on  any  of  the  Standing  Committees;  and,  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  not  more  than  one  Minister  and  one  Layman, 
"on  nomination  of  the  Annual  Conference  delegation," 
may  represent  any  one  Annual  Conference  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  Episcopacy  (see  1939  Discipline,  Paragraph  435). 

4.  Meetings  of  Committees 

(1)  For  Organization.  The  standing  committees  num- 
bered 1-12,  inclusive,  shall  meet  for  organization  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence sessions  in  the  following  order. 

The  odd  numbered  committees — namely,  Episcopacy, 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Annual  Conference 
Boundaries  and  Annual  Conference  Journals,  Evangelism, 
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Temporal  Economy  and  Lay  Activities,  and  American 
Bible  Society — known  as  Group  "A,"  shall  meet  at  2:00 
P.M.,  and  the  even  numbered  committees — namely,  Educa- 
tion, Itinerancy,  Publishing  Interests,  Pensions  and  Relief, 
Temperance,  and  Hospitals  and  Homes — known  as  Group 
"B,"  shall  meet  at  4:00  p.m. 

A  Bishop  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  an 
Assistant  Secretary  appointed  by  the  Secretary  shall 
serve,  respectively,  as  Chairman  and  Secretary  to  effect 
an  organization  in  each  of  the  several  committees.  Each 
committee  shall  elect  a  permanent  Chairman  and  Secre- 
tary by  ballot  after  nominations  from  the  floor  for  these 
respective  officers. 

a.  The  first  named  on  each  of  the  other  committees 
shall  act  as  convener. 

b.  The  Assistant  Secretary  appointed  for  the  organi- 
zation for  each  of  the  Standing  Committees  shall 
report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference at  the  earliest  possible  date  the  officers 
elected. 

(2)  Regular  Meetings. 

a.  The  Standing  Committees  in  Group  "A"  shall  meet 
each  weekday  at  2:30  p.m.,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  Conference,  and  each  day  until  its 
work  is  completed. 

b.  Standing  Committees  in  Group  "B"  shall  meet  at 
7 :30  P.M.,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Confer- 
ence, and  each  day  until  its  work  is  completed. 

c.  The  Special  Standing  Committees  shall  meet  at 
such  times  as  they  may  themselves,  respectively, 
determine. 

(3)  Quorum  for  Committee  Meetings.  A  majority  of 
the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  in  all  committees. 

IV.  Delegates'  Expense  Account 

1.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall 
be  the  basis  for  settlement  with  principal  and  reserve 
delegates  for  their  per  diem  allowance. 

2.  The  total  traveling  expense  shall  be  payable  to  the 
principal  delegate  if  he  be  present  and  seated.  If  during 
the  session  of  the  Conference  a  reserve  is  seated  in  his 
place,  he  shall  adjust  the  travel  expense  with  such  re- 
serve on  the  basis  of  the  time  served  by  each.

(4)  Calendar. 

(5)  Non-concurrent  calendar. 

(6)  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  Presiding  Officers 

Rule  3.  The  Bishop  presiding  shall  be  the  legal  Chair- 
man of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  He  shall  decide 
points  of  order  raised  by  the  members  and  shall  rule  on 
points  of  order  not  raised  by  the  members,  as  he  deems 
necessary  to  conform  to  these  Rules  of  Order,  subject, 
in  both  cases,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference  by  any  mem- 
ber without  debate;  except  that  the  Chairman  and  the 
Appellant,  in  the  order  here  named,  shall  each  have  five 
minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  his  position.  A  tie 
vote  in  the  case  of  an  appeal  shall  sustain  the  Chair. 
When  any  member  raises  a  point  of  order  he  shall  cite 
by  number  the  rule  he  adjudges  to  have  been  violated. 

The  members  of  any  special  committee  shall  be  named  by 
the  Bishop  presiding  when  the  committee  is  ordered,  un- 
less otherwise  directed  by  the  Conference. 

Rule  4-.  When  the  Chairman  stands  in  his  place  and 
calls  the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  ad- 
dress the  Chair,  or  stand  while  the  Chairman  stands. 

III.  Rights  and  Duties  of  Members 

Rule  5.  No  member,  unless  hindered  by  sickness,  or 
otherwise,  from  being  present,  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  session  of  the  Conference  without  permission  of  the 
Conference,  and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  by  the 
Chairmen  of  the  several  Annual  Conference  delegations 
to  the  Committee  on  Credentials.  No  reserve  delegate 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  membership  until  the  substitu- 
tion has  been  approved  by  the  Conference,  except  at  the 
first  session  of  the  Conference,  as  provided  in  the  Plan 
of  Organization,  Section  III,  Paragraph  1,  Item  3. 

Rule  6.  When  a  delegate  desires  to  speak  to  the  Con- 
ference, he  shall  arise  at  his  seat,  respectfully  address  the 
Presiding  Officer,  using  the  term  "Mr.  Chairman,'*  and 
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after  recognition,  proceed  to  the  speaker's  platform, 
where,  before  speaking,  he  shall  give  the  Chairman,  in 
writing,  his  name  and  that  of  the  Annual  Conference 
from  which  he  comes;  which,  in  turn,  the  Chairman  shall 
then  announce  to  the  Conference. 

Rule  7.  No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be  inter- 
rupted except  for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresenta- 
tion, or  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Conference  to  the 
fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to 
raise  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 

Rule  8.  No  member  shall  speak  a  second  time  on  the 
same  question  if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires 
the  floor,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under 
the  same  motion,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  unless  his 
time  shall  be  extended  by  the  Conference,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Rule  35. 

Rule  9.  A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time  for 
what  he  believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privi- 
lege, shall  be  allowed  to  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the 
question,  and  if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  Chair  to  be  such, 
he  may  proceed  at  his  pleasure  or  until  the  Chairman 
judges  that  he  has  exhausted  his  privilege.  (See  Plan 
of  Organization,  Section  III,  Paragraph  1.  Item  6.) 

Rule  10.  Only  delegates  within  the  area  of  the  Con- 
ference when  the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 
All  delegates  within  the  area  at  the  time  a  question  is 
put,  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for 
special  reasons  by  the  Conference. 

Rule  11.  Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  and 
"no"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by  signed  ballot.  A  count 
vote  may  be  ordered  on  call  of  any  member  supported  by 
one-fifth  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  in  which 
case  the  delegates  shall  rise  from  their  seats  and  stand 
until  counted.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to 
proceed  with  business  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted 
into  the  time  while  waiting  for  the  report  of  the  Secre- 
taries on  a  count  vote  or  an  "aye"  and  "no"  vote. 

Rule  12.  Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  delegate  shall  have 
the  right  to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is 
subject- to  such  division  as  he  indicates.  If  no  delegate 
objects,  the  division  shall  be  made,  but  if  there  is  no  objec- 
tion the  Chair  shall  put  the  question  of  division  to  vote, 
not  waiting  for  a  second. 

Rule  13.  The  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  de- 
liberate as  one  body;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion,  of  any 
delegate,  seconded  by  another  delegate  of  the  same  order 
and  supported  by  one-third  of  the  members  of  that  order 
voting,  the  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  sepa- 
rately. But  when  the  Conference  votes  by  orders  no 
measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
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jority  of  both  classes  of  delegates.  In  cases  of  such  a 
vote  the  order  calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided, 
however,  that  the  Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  (Discipline, 
1939,  Paragraph  10,  Item  2.) 

Rule  14.  No  other  item  of  business  shall  be  in  order 
when  a  vote  is  being  taken  or  when  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  until  the  process  is  completed,  except  as 
provided  in  Rule  11. 

IV.  Business  Procedure 

Rule  15.  Resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be 
presented  in  triplicate;  and  when  requested  by  the  Secre- 
tary, motions  including  amendments  shall  be  presented  in 
writing. 

Rule  16.  All  resolutions,  committee  reports,  and  com- 
munications to  the  Conference  shall  be  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Rule  32.  When 
a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  or  a  reslution  is  intro- 
duced and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read  or  its 
publication  in  the  Daily  Advocate  cited  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Conference,  or  any  other,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  possession  of  the  Conference. 

Rule  17.  The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon 
without  debate: 

(1)  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn 
the  Conference  finally. 

(2)  To  suspend  the  rules. 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  35. 

(4)  To  take  from  the  table. 

(5)  The  call  for  the  previous  question. 

(6)  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

(7)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

(8)  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

Rule  18.  The  main  question  may  be  opened  to  debate 
under  the  following  motions:  To  adopt,  to  commit,  to 
substitute,  to  postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  mo- 
tion, resolution,  or  subject  shall  be  entertained  until  the 
one  under  consideration  shall  have  been  disposed  of  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  Rule  11;  but  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing motions  may  be  made,  and  they  shall  have,  prece- 
dence in  their  order — namely: 

(1)  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall 
adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  to  amend- 
ment, or  it  may  be  laid  on  the  table.) 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  take  recess. 

(4)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(5)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(6)  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

(7)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 
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(8)  To  refer. 

(9)  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  be- 
ing allowed  to  an  amendment  or  a  substitute). 

(10)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  adopt  a  resolution  or  a  com- 
mittee report  is  pending  (even  if  amendments  thereto  are 
also  pending),  a  substitute  therefor  may  be  offered  to  any 
member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the 
resolution  or  report  under  consideration.  This  motion  to 
substitute  then  becomes  the  immediately  pending  question 
and  may  itself  be  amended ;  but  the  question  of  making  the 
substitution  shall  not  be  put  to  vote  until  the  original 
proposition  is  completed  by  action  upon  any  amendments 
thereto  which  may  be  pending  and  by  providing  opportu- 
nity for  other  amendments  to  be  offered  and  adopted  if  de- 
sired. If  the  motion  to  substitute  prevails,  the  substi- 
tute displaces  the  original  question  and  its  adoption  be- 
comes the  pending  question.  It  shall  not  be  in  order  to 
offer  a  substitute  for  an  amendment,  but  it  shall  be  in 
order  to  offer  a  substitute  for  a  section  of  a  resolution 
or  committee's  report  which  is  being  considered  seratim. 

Rule  20.  When  any  member  moves  the  previous  ques- 
tion (that  is,  that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or 
motions  pending),  he  shall  indicate  to  what  he  intends  it 
to  apply,  if  any  secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also 
pending.  If  he  does  not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded 
as  applying  only  to  the  immediately  pending  question. 
This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  a  debate  and  if  adopted 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  to  which 
it  applies  without  further  debate  except  as  provided  in 
Rule  35. 

Rule  21.  It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  im- 
mediately after  discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before 
relinquishing  the  floor,  to  make  a  motion  whose  adoption 
would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

Rule  22.  A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum  being 
present,  shall  decide  all  questions  with  the  following  ex- 
ceptions : 

(1)  One-fifth  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice 
to  sustain  a  call  for  an  "aye"  and  "no"  vote,  or  a  count 
vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  Chair  is  doubted. 

(2)  A  call  for  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sus- 
tained by  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  order  from 
which  the  call  came,  present  and  voting. 

(3)  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a 
motion  to  suspend  or  amend  the  rules,  to  set  aside  a  spe- 
cial order,  to  consider  a  special  order  before  the  time 
set  therefor,  or  any  motion  whose  adoption  would  limit 
debate. 

Rule  23.  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Con- 
ference shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a 
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member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side.  If  the  mo- 
tion it  is  proposed  to  reconsider  is  non-debatable,  the 
motion  to  reconsider  may  not  be  debated. 

Rule  24.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  chronological  rec- 
ord of  Orders  of  the  Day  and  of  reports  of  committees  (see 
Rule  30)  and  this  record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar, 
and  the  matters  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be  considered 
in  order,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference 
an  item  is  taken  up  out  of  its  order. 

Rule  25.  The  motion  to  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  shall 
be  taken  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  ex- 
cept 

(1)  When  a  delegate  has  the  floor. 

(2)  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  be- 
ing taken,  and  before  it  is  finally  decided. 

(3)  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and 
action  thereunder  is  pending. 

(4)  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no 
business  or  debate  has  intervened. 

(5)  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Con- 
ference shall  adjourn  is  pending.  The  foregoing  does  not 
apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment  of  the  Confer- 
ence. 

V.  Committees:  Duties  and  Prerogatives 

Rule  26.  The  Secretaries  shall  constitute '  the  committee 
for  distributing  the  Episcopal  Address,  and  the  adoption 
of  their  report  shall  be  notification  to  the  committees. 

Rule  27.  Every  committee  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference is  hereby  authorized  to  delegate  to  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  of  the  committee  the  duty  of  preparing  and 
presenting  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  the  action 
taken  by  the  committee  on  any  given  subject,  and  every 
committee  is  authorized  to  grant  to  a  minority  of  the 
committee  the  right  to  draft  and  to  present  to  the  Juris- 
dictional Conference  a  minority  report  without  reading 
the  same  before  the  full  committee,  provided  the  sub- 
stance of  the  said  minority  report  has  been  stated  to  the 
committee. 

Rule  28.  When  a  memorial  or  resolution  or  any  such 
item  is  referred  to  one  of  the  several  Legislative  Com- 
mittees, it  shall  be  understood  that  the  whole  question 
with  which  the  paper  has  to  do  is  referred  to  that  com- 
mittee for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  wise.  Committee 
reports  on  resolutions,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  shall 
cite  the  same,  identifying  them  by  the  numbers  they  bear, 
respectively,  in  the  published  reports  of  the  Committee  of 
Reference,  or  in  some  other  suitable  manner.  Legisla- 
tive Committee  reports  recommending  nonconcurrence 
shall  be  kept  upon  a  separate  Calendar  to  be  taken  up 
when  the  regular  Calendar  is  exhausted  or  at  the  pleas- 
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ure  of  the  Conference,  except  when  a  minority  presents  a 
report  recommending  concurrence,  in  which  case  both 
shall  be  included  in  the  Calendar  in  regular  order. 

When  a  committee  ascertains  that  another  committee  is 
or  should,  in  its  judgment,  be  considering  a  subject  which 
the  former  is  also  considering,  it  shall  proceed  to  arrange 
for  a  conference  of  representatives  from  the  respective 
committees  in  order  to  settle  the  question  at  issue.  If 
by  this  process  agreement  as  to  location  of  responsibility 
cannot  be  reached,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Chairmen. 

Rule  29.  Reports  from  committees,  and  all  other  pa- 
pers which  purpose  an  alteration  in  the  Restrictive  Rules 
of  the  Church,  shall  state  the  alteration  proposed  to  be 
made,  and  the  form  of  the  motion  shall  be:  "Will  the 
Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  recommend  to  the 
General  and  Annual  Conferences  the  change  indicated 
above?" 

Rule  30.  At  the  close  of  each  day's  meeting  the  Chair- 
men and  Secretaries  of  the  several  Legislative  Commit- 
tees shall  provide  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  with 
copies  in  triplicate  of  all  reports  adopted  by  their  respec- 
tive committees  for  presentation  to  the  Conference.  The 
Secretary  shall  enter  said  reports  on  the  Calendar  in  the 
order  in  which  they  reach  him  and  shall  furnish  the  editor 
of  the  Daily  Advocate  with  one  copy  of  each  of  the  said 
reports  for  publication  in  the  next  day's  issue.  Reports 
from  committees  (and  minority  reports)  recommending 
proposed  changes  in  the  Discipline  shall  give  chapter,  sec- 
tion, and  paragraph  to  be  affected,  and  the  language  as  it 
will  read  if  and  when  adopted. 

Rule  31.  A  report  of  any  committee  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  thereof  shall  be  regarded  as  in 
possession  of  the  Conference  and  in  order  for  considera- 
tion at  its  pleasure  on  the  next  day  after  its  first  appear- 
ance in  the  Daily  Advocate.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  to 
a  report  of  a  minority  of  any  committee  signed  by  one- 
tenth  of  the  members  of  the  committee  or  by  ten  members 
thereof. 

Rule  32.  All  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  in  triplicate  on  paper 
provided  therefor,  and  bearing  at  the  top  the  name  of  the 
committee,  its  total  membership,  the  number  present  at 
the  time  the  report  was  adopted,  the  number  voting  for 
and  the  number  voting  against  the  report.  Reports  of 
the  committees  shall  be  printed  in  the  Daily  Advocate 
at  least  one  day  before  being  presented  for  consideration 
by  the  Conference,  and  they  shall  not  be  read  unless  by 
its  order. 

Reports  of  minorities  of  committees  adopted  by  them 
with  a  view  to  their  being  offered  as  substitutes  for  com- 
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mittee  reports  shall  likewise  conform  to  this  rule  so  far 
as  it  is  applicable,  indicating-  clearly  to  what  committee 
the  respective  minorities  belong  and  for  what  reports  by 
serial  numbers,  etc.,  they  propose  the  respective  substi- 
tutes. 

Rule  33.  When  the  Chairman  of  a  committee  is  not 
in  harmony  with  a  report  adopted  by  the  committee,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  state  the  fact  to  the  committee,  which 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  to  represent  it  in  the  pres- 
entation and  discussion  of  the  report  in  the  Conference; 
but  if,  in  such  a  case,  the  committee  shall  fail  to  se- 
lect a  representative,  the  Chairman  shall  designate  a 
member  to  represent  the  committee,  and  said  representa- 
tive shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Chair- 
man in  relation  to  such  report. 

Rule  34.  A  member  selected  by  the  signers  of  a  mi- 
nority report  of  a  committee  to  present  the  same  shall  have 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  in  relation  thereto  which 
belong  to  the  Chairman  in  the  presentation  of  the  regular 
(majority)  report  of  the  committee,  except  that  he  may 
not  present  said  minority  report  until  the  majority  re- 
port has  been  presented  and  shall  then  offer  it  as  a  sub- 
stitute therefor,  and  except,  further,  that  in  closing  the 
debate  on  the  question  of  making  the  substitution  the 
member  presenting  the  minority  report  shall  speak  first 
and  the  Chairman  last.    (See  Rule  19.) 

Rule  35.  When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  under 
consideration,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Officer 
to  ascertain,  when  he  recognizes  a  member  of  the  Con- 
ference, on  which  side  he  proposes  to  speak,  and  he  shall 
not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on 
the  same  side  of  the  pending  question  as  the  speaker  im- 
mediately preceding  if  any  member  desires  to  speak  on 
the  other  side  thereof. 

No  report  shall  be  adopted  or  question  relating  to  the 
same  decided  without  opportunity  having  been  given  for 
at  least  one  speech  for  and  one  against  the  said  proposal; 
providing  this  right  is  claimed  before  the  Chairman  or 
duly  authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  re- 
port or  the  minority  report,  if  there  be  such,  is  presented 
to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when 
(and  after)  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered,  the 
Chairman  or/and  duly  authorized  member  or  members 
presenting  the  committee's  report  (and  the  minority  re- 
port if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  before  the 
vote  is  taken. 

The  Chairman  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  before  the  vote 
is  taken  even  after  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered. 

Rule  36.  The  adoption  of  the  report  recommending 
concurrence  shall  constitute  a  legal  enactment. 
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VI.  Suspending,  Amending,  and  Supplementing 

Rule  37.  The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Plan  of  Organization  or  these  Rules  of  Order  may  be 
suspended  at  any  time  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

Rule  38.  This  Plan  of  Organization  and  these  Rules  of 
Order  may  be  amended  or  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Conference;  provided  the  proposed  change  or 
amendment  has  been  presented  to  the  Conference  in 
writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  which 
committee  shall  report  thereon  not  later  than  the  day 
following. 

Rule  39.  In  any  parliamentary  situation  not  clearly 
covered  by  this  Plan  of  Organization  or  these  Rules  of 
Order  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  be  governed  in 
its  action  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Revised.
